Miss Bondi creates the admirable, 
morally stubborn, frugal but ex- 
perience-wise Granny Kincaid with 
brilliant artistry. She is a woman 
who can do anything that must be 
done, from plowing the fields be- 
hind a mule, to raising the farm 
animals; from making a_prize- 
winning bedcover to guiding a 
tempted youngster across perilous 
rebellions. 

Burl Ives brings to the screen, 
as the village blacksmith, a drama- 
tic projection of his professional 
interest in American folk music, 
as well as expert acting skill.

never gave a finer characterization 
than the judge of critters and of 
human beings in this, his final 
role. 

Little Luana Patten, who reached 
her eighth year during the filming 
of the picture, is a sprightly and 
attractive playmate of the boy and 
helps to set up the idyllic note of 
the comedy-drama with her naive 
sincerity. 

Raymond Bond does a charac- 
terization of note as the storekeep- 
er—a man of considerable influ- 
ence, too, in the life of young 
Jeremiah. 

THE CARTOON CAST 

While the direct story is told in 
live-action, there is traditional Dis- 
ney cartoon animation to embellish 
the romantic narrative. The ani- 
mation serves to picture the boy’s 
reflections as he thumbs through 
the family album and _ treasure 
book. 

In this fashion the scrapbook al- 
bum is opened to start the tale, to 
the accompaniment of the title 
song, “So Dear To My Heart.”

Following early previews 
of “So Dear to My Heart,” over forty per cent of the male audience 
excitedly inscribed their preview cards with the information that many 
of the incidents and characters surrounding the small boy of the picture, 
evidently and mysteriously, had been borrowed intact from their own 
youth.

Burl ives Finds Folk Music in Cities 


Strangely enough, Burl Ives, the. fabulous, massive folk singer who 
plays a leading role in Walt Disney’s feature motion picture, “So Dear 
to My Heart,” has discovered a greater number of real American folk 
tunes in his journeys through cities than he has in the expected back- 
woods regions. 


Ives, whose mind holds a catalogue of authentic folk music larger 
than Library of Congress files on the subject, found more songs in the 
cities, because the cities “were full of country folk who loved to sing 
about back home,” he said. 


Not only that, but he discovered the soda jerks, the subway sand- 
hogs, the tugboat captains, the taxi drivers, the traffic cops, and all 
the other big city citizens had their own tunes, and doggerel, all making 
up a new pattern of characteristic American folk music. 


All these have taken their places in Ives’ prodigious memory, 
along with the older songs Americans have sung for generations in 
logging camps, bunkhouses, the mountains and the fishing villages. 


In “So Dear to My Heart,” Ives gets full rein for his special talents 
as he sings the traditional “Billy Boy,” “Sourwood Mountain” and 
“Lavender Blue” and other well loved American folk tunes, which are 
the basis for a lilting Disney score in the picture.

While the main story in Walt Disney’s motion picture 
feature, “So Dear to My Heart,” is told in live-action, there is 
also the traditional Disney cartoon animation to embellish the 
wonderful narrative, all in color by Technicolor.

Determined that his feature 
motion picture, “So Dear to 
My Heart,” should have every 
chance for complete authenti- 
city, Walt Disney spent a 
great deal of time and loca- 
tion scouting to find a suitable 
background and valid atmos- 
phere. 


The scenes at the county fair in 
the little village of Fulton Corners, 
when the great racing pacer, Dan 
Patch, is permitted briefly to 
stretch his legs, and when Jere- 
miah Kincaid comes home with his 
prize-winning ram, are peopled 
with hundreds of genuine country 
folk, rural families and people 
from California midland towns. 


Half a thousand gathered daily 
at a San Joaquin Valley park and 
stock paddock for several weeks— 
eager, responsive folk dressed in 
the period clothes of their for- 
bears; providing the picturesque 
living background; familiar with 
farm chores and animals and the 
behavior of farmers at their fairs 
and picnics half a century ago. 


The location was carefully se- 
lected to resemble the Indiana 


landscape of Brown County, where 
the story is placed. Tulare County, 
California, some 250 miles from 
Hollywood, has many families 
which originated in Indiana, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Missouri, Illinois, 
Kentucky and the whole middle 
area of the nation. From these 
families hundreds of extra players 
were selected. They contributed 
something vital and _ spirited to

A boy familiar, if half forgot- 
ten, to millions of Americans steps 
from the mist of a by-gone day 
to be regarded anew, together with 
all he symbolizes, in Walt Disney’s 
feature motion picture, “So Dear 
to My Heart.” 


He is Jeremiah Kincaid, 11-year- 
old country-bred lad of Brown 
County, Indiana.

Burl Ives, star of Walt Disney’s 
songful feature motion picture, 
“So Dear to My Heart,” has been 
one of the teen-agers’ top record- 
ing favorites for some time be- 
cause, in his middle years, he 
hasn’t forgotten how it was to be 
young. 


“Kids,” he says, “have been the 
same from time immemorial. 
They’re no different now, in spite 
of the gloomier picture painted of 
them these days.*I think it’s our 
better communications. More is 
made of everything in the news, 
not excluding so-called juvenile de- 
linquency. 


“If a young man got off base 
forty years ago, maybe the people 
in his town would read about it, 


but nobody else. Today, if a young 
man gets off base, Huntley-Brink- 
ley is liable to use it. 


“JT believe in trying to under- 
stand the young, who have less 
experience and teaching to lean 
on than we older people. Identify 
is the word. They are trying to 
identify with a comparatively new 
life around them and I, as an en- 
tertainer, strive to identify the 
identification.” 


“Burl’s talent with the young,” 
his wife and manager, Helen Ives, 
explains, “is his directness, his 
honesty, and the teen-agers’ ac- 
ceptance of that directness. They 
understand that he understands 
and respect it as only youngsters 
can respect the honest approach.”
